"NEWSECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that in setting the
course for branch canpus expansion, the needs of the higher education
system as a whol e nust be considered. The |egislature recognizes that
there are regional differences in relation to capacity gaps and
programmati ¢ needs of students that require a differential approach to
i ndi vi dual branch canpus expansion and that simlar treatnent of each
canpus nmay no |longer be the nost efficient way in which to address the
hi gher education needs of the state. The |egislature further believes
that the original mssion of branch canpuses to contribute to regional
econom ¢ devel opnent requires differential treatnent of each canpus
based on the regional econom ¢ and hi gher education needs. Therefore,
it is the legislature's intent to authorize Washington State University
Vancouver to expand its educational offerings to include |ower-division
courses and admt freshman and sophonore students. It is further the
intent of the legislature to nmake decisions relating to enrollnents and
per-student funding for the higher education institutions in the
ommi bus operating budget.

limted to joint developnent of «curricula and degree prograns,
col ocation of instruction, and arrangenents to share faculty.

Washi ngton State University shall neet that responsibility through the
operation of ((a)) the Vancouver branch canmpus ((+a—the—seuthwest
Vashi ngton area)).

(2) In addition to upper-division and graduate |evel higher
education prograns, WAshington State University Vancouver nay offer
